: Changsha, it will bo reomembored, was opared 
asa Treaty Port — the fivet in Hunan—on the 1st 
of July last. At Yochou and ono.or two other 
places. foreigners had p-eviously baon allowed to 
call for business, but not to establish themse!ves 
in residénce. In March of this yoar, anticipat- 
ing development in thé provinte, Mr, Bennertz, 
accompanied by his wifo, went on a houspbot 
trip through a considorablo portion of Hunan, 
spending somo syeoks on the expodition. He 
had beon, providus'y connected with tho fibre 
industry, and’ it appeared to him that there 
were opportunities for trade in the hemp which 
grows wild in these districts; he applied oc- 
cordingly to the Governor for’ a concession. to 
deal with this hitherto wasted matorial on 
forms. His intorproter, Mr, Wu, an_ excellent 
scholar, had introduced him befare this to ono 
of the vichest mon in the province, who was 
willing to back the enterpriss with capital. The 
Governor was on the point of coming to reason- 
able terms, ‘when it-came to his ears that there 
was Chinese’ wealth which might possibly be 
tapped, and Mv, Bonnortz was informed that 
a paymont of Tis. 200,00 would be required 
before the concession eduld be granted. - This 
preposterous demand was at ones refused, and 
the manner in which the refusal was interprated 
by Mr. Wu to, the Governor appears to have 
‘pronght down on him the animosity of that 
official. "A letter was now sent to Mr, Bonnertz 
from the tecretary of the Burean of Foreign 
‘Affairs ealling on him to dismiss Mr. Wu from 
his omployment, a requirement he has not: seen 
fit to carry owt. Mr. Wu is atill with him and 
proving a useful ally, The concession fell 
through. : 

On tho 18th of July Mr. Bennertz notified 
the ( ommissioner of Customs at Chanyho that 
he intended to establish himself in the eity-port 


and would open on the 20 h. A reply cama back | 


the same night to the effect that foreigners 
could not oceupy premises in the city itself, but 
Mr, Bonnertz might establish himself in the 
area set apart for tho new foceiyn settlement, 
The land so set apart is ut pres nt remote from 
all centres of trade, nndruined, unhealthy, and 
unoccupied. ‘When other citios have been 
opened merchanta havo invariably settled inside 
the city walls until the Sottlement ontside has 
poen malo ready for. their yeaidence,. My. 
Bennerta had already taken promises in tho 
eity and had issued 400 invitations to the 
oponing. on the 20th.

‘fhe letter further assured Mr. Bonnertz that. 


he was fully at liberty to open business pre- 
mises and display bis hong-board in the city of 
Changsha, My. Jamieson said he was svriting 
to the Taotai to this effect, and if he, or the 
Commissioner .of Customs, or the polica mide 
any attompt to remove the siguboard or to seal

In spite of this strongly worded letter pro- 


clamations were subsequently issued hy the five |. 
Taotais of Changsha, and sealed with three. 


official seals, to the effect that foreign merchants 
were not to be allowed to live within or do 
business in the native city, and calling on tho 
officials to report any foreigners they found so 
trading to the authorities.
